BUFFALO, August 24.—At midnight to- 


night Sweeney, head of the Bwitchmsn'e 
order, officially recognized the lact that 
the strike movement oC the switchmen, 
which wae inaugurated twelve days ago, 
h&s failed, and In official terms the order 
for the strike ia declared 
oft', and the 


men will, before daylight, be notified by 
the local officials that they are now at 
liberty to get back their placea if they 
can. 


By noon today each of tho labor lead- 


ers, save Arthur and Thnreton, were in 
the city. At 4 o'clock this afternoon the 
leaders went into conference. 


Sweeney immediately 
net forth at 


length the position in which he and the 
men were placed, and at the conclusion 
of Sweeney's statements Sargent reiter- 
ated what he bad alieady Baid, that his 
men would not go cut on a sympathetic 
strike unUea all taUway organizations 
did BO. 


Clark stated that the conductor had 


no grievances, and that while they be- 
lieved that the demands of tho switch- 
men were just, there would be no Btrike 
of the conductors unleaa it was to redress 
wrongs. 


Conductor Wilkinson tor the trainmen 


informed the switchmen's leaders that 
he felt the original demands ol the 
switchmen were fair, if ever demands 
were, but his order could not consent to

co-operate by a Bympathetic strike.

In the heart ol the tortile bolt that ex- 


tends eantwarJ from the city oi Fresno 
covering 040 ftoree ol land under a high 
etftto of cultivation, find looking, with its 
broad Beaded avtnu'.a end magnificent 
orchards, one of the prut Host pictures in 
natuie'e eallery of masterpieces, lies the 
laruouB fanclier Creek nursery. 


Along tho road that lenda from Fresno 


to Roeding'B, may bu seen the most pro- 
lific vineyards in the world. The broad 
acree ol MalterV, Eicon's and tlie Fresno 
Vineyard company's tracts are covered 
with vines and fruit trees that give color 
to the landscape and remind one of "that 
delightful province of theeun" described 
in Moore's J>alla Kookh, although that 
region could scarcely have rivalled in 
beauty and attractiveness Una favored 
section of Frssno connty. 


Passing Outhout'a vineyard, where the 


rabbit-infested 
plains have BO recently 


been transformed into a Tine-covered 
garden, one reaches the avenue, lined 
with elms and palms, thai leads to lbt> 
Roeding residence. The houafs, nine in 
all, are built on a knoll that riees ia the 
middle of the grounds to a height of 
about twenty-five feet. 


Tho residence ie solid, commodious 


and architecturally ornate. The other 
buildings are thetauk house, barn, office 
building, packing house, tool house, eat- 
ing house, and the boiler honee in which 
there is a large hot water heater for heat- 
ing the extensive ffreen houee and propa- 
gating house during the winter mouths. 


There is also on the place ft gas engine 


and a gas machine of sixty lights ca- 
pacity, which furnishes light for all the 
buildiiige. 


The gronnds around the bouse aro de- 


voted to various oraamenlal plants, sur- 
rounded by an orange orchard, the 
whole inclosed by a one-half mile cir- 
cular driveway lined with umbrellas and 
palms. 


A bridge crossing Fancher creek leads 


to ihe nursery proper. 
Here are first 


found a block ol 60,000 figs, mostly 
Smyrna and wild and assorted varieties. 


Then follows a block of olives, includ- 


ing Nevddillo, Manzanillo, Bubra and 
Fk'hoiine ; » block ol 60,000 apples, earn- 
mcr and winter, including the Lawver 
red winter apple, which is very popular 
wherever it has brpn tried. 


There are also 60,000 Mar trees of
